Petilio was convicted of assault and battery with intent to 
kill in an early-morning attack on Mrs. Naomi Shofner, 25, of 
Indianapolis. She was slashed last June 29 in an Indianapolis 
hotel room. | 

“There can be no question about who inflicted the wound,” 
Judge Bain said. “The only question is whether you did it with 
intent to kill her.” 

Petillo admitted he had rented a room in the hotel where 
Mrs. Shofner was staying, but denied the slashing.

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A Matter of Simple Justice 


Sen. Claude Pittman’s proposal to in- 
crease Fulton County’s unit vote to 10 
instead of the present six is nothing more 
than an attempt to obtain belated justice. 


It is not in any wise an attack on the 
County Unit System. 


Rather, it would serve to strengthen 
the County Unit System by giving to the 
voters of Fulton County the representa- 
tion they logically have been entitled to 
since Fulton took in Milton and Campbell 
counties many years ago. 


At the time of this merger Fulton had 
six unit votes and Milton and Campbell 
had two each. It is nothing but reasonable 
to assume that when Fulton took in the 
population and areas of these counties it 
also should have been accorded their unit 
votes. But for some strange reason this 


was not the case and an injustice has been 
allowed to persist through the years. 

In addition to having a population of 
about 500,000, by far the largest in Geor- 
gia, Fulton County pays more than 23 per- 
cent of all taxes collected in the State. 

Surely such a large concentration of 
voters and taxpayers is entitled to a legis- 
lative gesture that would serve merely to 
correct an inequity of years’ standing. 

Though a number of amendments to 
the county unit bill have been offered to 
add unit votes to other counties, it is 
doubtful that any have as clear-cut and 
logical a case as Fulton. 

Moreover, if this proposal is to result 
in a general increase in unit votes all 
around, the matter most likely will wind 
up with Fulton remaining in the same dis- 
proportionate position that now afflicts it.

Why Wait To Make Necessary Changes? 


The Constitution has been a consistent 
supporter of the Taft-Hartley Act as essen- 
tially fair. We have said, however, that 
certain amendments might be in order. 

But high among President Truman’s 
campaign pledges was repeal of the Taft- 
Hartley law and substitution of a revised 
Wagner Act. 

Assuming the President has the neces- 
sary backing in Congress to redeem this 
pledge, the question would be whether a 
single-package bill or the two-step method 
should be employed. 

Labor unions are trying to sell Con- 
gress on two different bills, the first re- 
pealing the Taft-Hartley Act outright and 
reinstating the old Wagner Act and the 
second, to come at an indefinite later date, 
instituting the needed amendments. 

The Wagner Act, it will be remem- 
bered, gives labor unions unbridled free- 
dom without any accompanying responsi- 
bilities. Largely for this reason, the pre- 
vailing sentiment among Democrats who 
want to carry out the President’s pledge 
appears to be that all labor-law changes 
should be embodied in a single measure. 

It is to fight that sentiment that the 


CIO has dispatched a 45-man lobby group 
to Capitol Hill. So far as we can deter- 
mine, this is the largest single lobbying 
delegation ever to be employed. And a 
great many people will be interested in 
knowing whether this task force is re- 
quired to comply with lobby registration 
and expense accounting laws. 

If labor unions have adopted, as they 
claim, a latter-day reasonableness toward 
amending the one-sided Wagner Act, why 
do they insist that revision should be de- 
layed? It will be recalled that union 
leaders refused to offer any suggestions 
for labor-law changes when the Taft-Hart- 
ley Act was being considered. 

Perhaps the unions believe that once 
the Taft-Hartley Act is out of the way 
they can force Congress to adopt milder 
restraints than otherwise would be pos- 
sible. 

But we believe the public, which al- 
ways is the chief sufferer from labor dis- 
putes, would be extremely reluctant to 
go back, even for a time, to a law which 
gives unions and union leaders every ad- 
vantage without requiring them to answer 
to any authority whatever.

A New Anvovroach to Juvenile Justice 


Great strides have been made in Georgia’s penal reform since 1943, and it is hoped that greater 
progress will be made toward segregating prisoners, rehabilitating prisoners, and making the State 
prison more self-supporting. The most far-reaching proposals suggested in rehabilitating offenders 
since the 1943 prison reform program was inaugurated comes from Rep. Pierre Howard, of De- 


Kalb County. 


Howard is introducing bills in the House this 


week to set up State-wide systems of juvenile 
courts and probation. He will ask that some 12 
or 15 juvenile court circuits be established, and 
the judges be paid by the State. This will cost 
approximately $100,000. Howard also will ask 
that the present State Board of Pardons and 
Paroles be granted an additiona! $75,000 to hire 
additional agents and do probation work. The 
total cost for this program of juvenile courts 
and probation ‘vould be only $175,000 per year. 


Georgia has juvenile courts in only three 
or four big-city circuits today. Some coun- 
ties assign this task to city couft judges or 
other persons who have their hands full 
with other things. Some have no children’s 
courts at all. Some children are sent to 
Tattnall Prison. All agree that a person 
well versed in child psychology, with a full

criminals; he develops a grudge against society;

mark on him; and his family has to shift for it- 
self while his earning capacity is eliminated for 
a few months or a few years. 
. From a taxpayer’s point of view, probation 
is profitable. It is much cheaper to spend 
$75,000 a year on probation officers to check 
offenders outside prison walls, than it is to feed 
and cloth hundreds of prisoners inside the pris- 
ons. Most first offenders, we repeat prison of- 
ficials’ quotation, could be placed on probation. 
Rep. Howard points out that Georgia's proba- 
tion law would have to be changed.

Memories are short. Few now remember the time when the direc- 
tive of the Western European Communists was to retain footholds 
in the governments; when they were promoting chaos while pre- 


tending co-operation, and: when an actual Communist seizure of | 


power on the Czech pattern seemed far from impossible in France 
and Italy. 


This situation was liquidated when the French and Italian gov- | 


ernments, encouraged by the American policy of firmness toward 
Russia, expelled their Communist ministers. Moscow’s response was 
the formation of the Cominform, followed by the great general 
strikes of the Autumn of 1947. These were intended to prove that 
France and Italy could not be governed without Communist help. 
The strikes failed signally. Thereafter the French parties relapsed 
into a state of perpetual guerrilla warfare, in which the Italian 


| Communists joined the French after the Italian election. 


In this connection, 

Infiltration also be noted. At the end of the war, besides 
entering the governments, the French and Italian Communist parties 
seized many important local levers of power within the complex 
machinery of society. Here in France, the Communists heavily 
infiltrated the mobile battalions of “security companigs” of the 
national police. 

They infiltrated also many urban police forces and managed to 
name 60 of their men as commissioners of the Paris police. They 
placed their own men in the ministries of the government. They, 
of course, captured the French labor unions. And in the nationalized 
industries they even succeeded in capturing the managements. 

The results were visible in the genera] strike of 1947. At 
Marseilles, for instance, Communist-infiltrated police actually took 
the lead in the famous capture of the courthouse. Indeed, 
outcome of the French genera) strike of 1947 might have been 
very different if the French Communists had managed to neutralize 
the army, as was done in Czechoslovakia. 


Instead, however, the chief result of the 1947 gen- 
Response eral strike was to arouse Frenchmen of all kinds 
to the dangers of their situation. The tough, able Socialist Min- 
ister of the Interior, Jules Moch, at once went quietly to work 
to place the main levers of social power beyond Communist grasp.

NEW YORK—Don’t throw away your 
old pedestals.

That done, he has other 
too.

First, to bring this elevation routine about, 
even with the more than able assistance of De- 
signer Dior himself, there are a few requirements 
over and abgve a willing hand and a stout heart.
